DISASTER NEAR 
RALEIGH. N. C. 


HAYWARD’S TALE*OF BLOOD TOLD 


Forty-Three Miners Buried 
Beneath 
Coal and Shattered Timbers. The 
Result of The Explosion of Fire 
Damp and Dynamite—No Bodies 
Yet Recovered. 


Raleigh, N. C., Dec. 20.—There are 
suddenly widowed wives and fatherless 
children by the score at Cumnock, six 
miles west of here. An explosion oc­ 
curred in the coal mines there yester­ 
day morning. It is hard to get ac­ 
curate information, but it is believed 
th at at least 43 men have been killed. 
At 9 o’clock in tho morning, shortly 
after the day force, numbering 67 men, 
had gone on duty at the mines, a ter­ 
rible fire-damp explosion occurred with 
fatal effect. Up to l l o’clock last night 
but 24 of the 67 men who went down in 
the shaft to work have returned. List 
of the dead whites: Council Poe, W.

Upon hearing the report the people 
and relatives of the entombed miners 
hastened to the scene, but for some 
time they were unable to gain any tid­ 
ings from below. After pumping fresh 
air into the shafts several miners were 
prevailed upon to venture down and in­ 
vestigate. 
They found and brought out 25 men 
from shafts Nos. 2 and 3. Five or six 
of them were badly wounded and some 
of them will probably die; others were 
slightly wounded. A mule 
and two 
men were killed in slope No. 2. 
After considerable delay the search­ 
ing party entered slope No. I, where 
they were greeted by a most horrible 
and ghastly sight. 
Dead men, fear­ 
fully mutilated, were found, some of 
them partly covered up with pieces of 
coal, timber and other debris. 
The searching party came up and re­ 
ported what they had found. 
At 
o’clock ten or twelve miners went down 
to bring up the dead bodies, but at last 
accounts none of the dead bodies had 
been recovered. 
The searchers were unable to deter­ 
mine just how many dead bodies are in 
the slope. Many were visible, but the 
condition of the slope after the ex­ 
plosion indicates that many men are 
under the shattered timbers and heaps 
of coal. As near as can be learned 43 
men are missing or fatally injured of 
the 67 who went on duty in the morn­ 
ing. 
Several of them were negroes and 
foreigners and the rest of them natives 
of North Carolina. Several of them 
had families living at Cumnock. Eight 
of the miners were from Pennsylvania, 
and expected to return to that State 
to-day to visit relatives. A quantity of 
dynamite was in the mine and explod­ 
ed. wrecking coal cars and splitting 
massive pieces of timber ic to kindling 
wood. 


He Coolly Admit tea That He Killed Five 
People. 
Minneapolis, Minn., 
Dec. 
20.—The 
ante-mortem statement of 
Harry T. 
Hayward, which the Times prints this 
morning in full, is in many respects a 
most remarkable document. 
It was 
made under the most formal 
condi­ 
tions and with solemn assertions on 
the murderer’s part that he wras telling 
the truth. 
Not only does he claim to have mur­ 
dered during his brief career no less 
than five different persons, but in de­ 
scribing the various tragedies in which 
he figured he shows an utter absence 
of human feeling and a pleasure in his 
achievements 
that 
mark him as an 
unusual type of criminal. 
The lan­ 
guage used in describing his criminal 
adventures is in the same 
careless, 
flippant style that characterized his 
testimony on the stand. 
His first murder was that of Carrie 
Hass, near Pasadena, Cal., and he de­ 
scribes the affair thus: 
“I met the 
girl at a dance, and, to cut it short, 
killed her. 
She had money and I 
shot her and buried her. That is all of 
that. 
I look at it this way: 
It was 
not much of an amount, it was $700 
and some odd that she had. I got the 
money. 
She would naturally holler 
and I looked at it she would be better 
off if dead. There would not be any­ 
body to holler around, as she did not 
have any relations. 
She was young, 
pretty, and a little bit on the sporting 
order. The money was left her by her 
father. It has always been in my head 
to kill a person and not look at their 
face after they’re dead; because there’s 
that mind business. 
That leaves an 
impression on your 
mind. 
That is 
what makes murderers confess. 
The 
conscience bothers them.” 
He then goes on to describe how he 
got her money on some pretext, in­ 
veigled her out to drive in the mount­ 
ains and how he shot her. It was a fiz­ 
zle, he said, because he did not figure 
it out as carefully as he would have 
done later. She did not die at once, but 
flopped around. He buried her the best 
he could, but worried about it after­ 
ward, and hired a man 
two 
weeks 
later 
«ro out and put her in a box 
and throw it 
into the port at Los 
Angeles. He knew this man’s name, but 
on the principle of honor among thieves 
would not tell it. 
Nothing had ever 
come of the matter. 
Money, he said, 
was his first object in life, girls the sec­ 
ond and travel the third. There was a 
girl in Minneapolis with whom he was 
going and who had $2,000 a year. He

Then there was the Chinaman killed 
in a gambling quarrel and the brother 
of the Mexican girl at El Paso del 
Norte, and lastly Miss Ging. 
One of H arry’s auditors asked him if 
he ever saw spooks. He replied that 
he often saw faces, but not of real peo­ 
ple. Catherine Ging had never bothered 
him after death, but the girl whose bro­ 
ther he had killed once appeared to 
him before the Ging k itin g and said: 
“Harry, look out; look out.” 
The object of the Ging murder was 
money and hatred. He hated the girl 
because she was so stingy—he had ob­ 
tained $3,800 of her money—and mean 
and suspicious. She had a way of put 
ting her hands on him and pinching 
him that made him so mad he wanted 
to choke her, and could scarcely keep 
from it until the time was ripe. 
The stories of Blixt and Adry on the 
stand were practically correct,and Har 
ry exonerated Adry from all criminal 
connection with any of his schemes 
Blixt, he said, was surely hypnotized 
and was not responsible. He felt sure 
that the man should have been given 
but two or three years in prison instead 
of a life sentence. In closing his state­ 
ment Hayward said: “I have told the 
truth, so help me God—if there is a 
God. If there is, He certainly won’t 
blame me, as I ha\*3 honestly followed 
the dictates of my conscience. Don’t 
say that I am sorry, for I am not. I 
have made my bed and will lie in it 
without kicking. I have had my fun 
and will pay for it.” 
He admitted knowing a lot about 
green goods and had used counterfeits 
a good deal, but would not tell what he 
knew, as it would endanger others.

Be- 
War May Com* Through a Fight 
tween Rival Outposts. 
W ashington, 
Dec. 
20.—Diplomats, 
military men and statesmen are dis- 
:ussing not only the possibilities of war, 
bot how, if war becomes inevitable, it 
will be provoked. It is evident that 
the British policy Is to force the United 
States into the part of aggressor. It is 
not considered probable that English 
troops would be landed in Venezuela 
nor that any attempt would be made 
to occupy the disputed territory more 
than is now the case. 
The most likely cause of war, It is 
said, will come from a clash between 
the frontier posts of the Venezuelans 
and British along the Uouan, such as 
has already taken place. Great Britain, 
through some other country, 
would 
then demand an apology and indem­ 
nity. Venezuela would decline to give 
it. Great Britain would then proceed 
to enforce its demands and a stand 
would be made at once 
which 
the 
United States could not ignore. 
Diplomats here say that if 
Great 
Britain chooses to play a waiting game 
it will be comparatively easy, provid­ 
ed the Venezuelans can be kept quiet. 
In most of the disputed territory, it is 
pointed out, neither country has a set­ 
tlement. Much of the dispute is over 
maps alone. For thousands of miles 
of trackless wilderness there can be 
found neither Venezuelan nor English 
authority. Great Britain has therefore 
only to remain quiet, for its rights can­ 
not be affected by delay and there are 
no armed forces to be brought into ac­ 
tion. 
Diplomats and 
military 
men 
are 
agreed that the appearance of a Brit­ 
ish fleet in the Orinoco, or the march­ 
ing of any considerable body of troops 
from British Guiana into the disputed 
territory would be, under the present 
circumstances, an act of war. 


General Uprising F eared in Crete 
Constantinople, Dec. 20.—It is feared 
that there will be a general uprising of 
the Island of Crete. The Governor of 
that island has made an urgent request 
for re-enforcements. 


May Hart German Commercer 
Berlin, Dec. 20.—Some papers here 
express the fear that America will use 
the Monroe doctrine as a detriment to 
European commerce with the South 
American republics. 


Strathnevis Not Sighted. 
Vancouver, B. C., Dec. 20.—The Em­ 
press of India, just arrived from the 
orient, has not sighted the disabled 
Strathnevis. 


Fight with the Indiana 
Solomon Ville, Ariz., Dec. 20.—A dis­ 
patch received here by Colonel Sumner 
from the commander of Fort Bayard 
says that a report has reached the fort 
that a heavy Indian trail has been dis­ 
covered near Alma, N. M. The trail 
was followed and Indians overtaken. 
There was a fight and the pursuers were 
repulsed. A party of fifteen armed men 
from Alma again took the trail, which 
was going in the direction of Clifton. If 
this report is true the Indians making 
the trail may be the ones who had the 
trouble with Gila county officers on 
Cibique creek two weeks ago. 


To Increase Gar Navy. 
Washington, Dec. 20.—Senator Hale 
on Thursday introduced a bill for the 
increase of the navy. The bill provides 
for the construction of twenty-five tor­ 
pedo boats at a cost of $175,000 each 
and of six sea-going coast line battle­ 
ships, designed to carry the heaviest ar­ 
mor and most powerful ordnance upon 
a displacement of 11,000 tons, to cost 
exclusive of armament $4,000,000 each. 


BHI To Appropriate Commistion Money Ie 
Tooroaghly Discussed. 
Washington, Dec. 2d.—As soon as tile 
senate journal had been read and 
approved Thursday, the clerk of the 
house announced the passage by the 
house of the bill appropriating $100,000 
for the expenses of the commission to 
investigate the boundary between Brit­ 
ish Guiana and Venezuela, which was 
recommended by the President, and the 
Vice-President immediately laid it be­ 
fore the senate. 
Senator Sherman 
moved its reference to the committee 
on foreign relations, but in the absence 
of Senator Morgan, chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee, Senator Cock­ 
rell requested Senator Sherman to with­ 
draw his motion until the arrival of the 
senator from Alabama. 
Later, when Senator Morgan had ar­ 
rived, the resolution was again laid 
before the senate and Senator Morgan 
moved to refer it’to the foreign rela­ 
tions committee. He was supported in 
this by Senator Sherman. Both made 
speeches supporting the President, but 
protesting against baste. Senator Sher­ 
man also expressed the belief that there 
would be no war and that the matter 
could be adjusted peaceably. 
Senator Lodge followed Senator Sher­ 
man in a vigorous speech. He said he 
was not in haste, but he thought that 
the time for the commissipn to report 
should be limited and gave notice of 
an amendment providing that the com­ 
mission should report by April I. He 
did not think that the Monroe doctrine 
could be upheld as a proposition of in­ 
ternational law, hub he believed that it 
should be supported as we supported 
the declaration of independence, be­ 
cause it was our doctrine. 
Senator Voorhees took ground in 
favor of immediate action. Great Brit­ 
ain took five months to say that she 
would not arbitrate. He thought we 
should not make any further delay, but 
appoint a commission to see what be­ 
longed to Great Britain and give her 
that and no more. He did not believe 
there was any danger of war, but 
thought the dignity of the United States 
demanded that we should act without 
any further delay. 
Senator Allen objected to a second 
reading of the bill. In a short speech 
he said he did not expect there would 
be any war. He thought the amend­ 
ment proposed by Senator Lodge meant 
there would be more of a political war 
than anything else. 
Senator Hawley said it was not so 
much a case of war as information. No 
one knew what were the facts. Great 
Britain herself did not know. 
He 
wanted the bill referred because it was 
the dignified and proper way. Amend­ 
ments could then be considered. 
Senator Chandler had read a petition 
in the British parliament urging arbi­ 
tration of all disputes between Great 
Britain and the United States, and 
Senator Teller said Congress should 
uphold the President. 
He never ex­ 
pected to see a President who would not 
uphold the Monroe doctrine as Ameri­ 
can doctrine; it was not international 
law. Facts were what was now wanted, 
to learn if the doctrine filled the present 
case. 
Mr. Teller followed with a vigorous 
speech, in which he took the grounc 
that, although it was in the power of 
the executive to obtain the information 


j he desired without the aid of congress, 
I having asked congress to sanction his 


I course, it was the duty of congress to 
* give it. He heartily approved of the 
message, but he had expected IL He 
had never believed that the government 
could reach a point of decadence where 
it would turn its back on a doctrine of 
seyenty years' standing.

Sidney, Neb., Dec. 20.—The third an­ 
nual Nebraska irrigation convention 
adjourned last flight.

The feature of the closing session 
was President Fort’s speech. He said 
in part: “To carry out the details nec­ 
essary to more fully aid in extending 
the irrigated area of the State legisr 
lation favorable to the development of 
high land irrigation should be enacted 
and the example of our sister State of 
Kansas should in a modified form be 
adopted. In harmony with this sug­ 
gestion, we would recommend that a 
bill be presented and recommended to 
pass at the next session of the Nebraska 
legislature that the State 
Irrigation 
Committee be instructed to select from 
the State school lands and experiments 
be conducted.”

Bond Issue Now Seems Probable. 
Washington, Dec. 20.—The gold re­ 
serve suffered a loss of $182,296 yester­ 
day, and now stands at $72,505,530. 
Though that would seem to be suffi­ 
ciently low to produce anxiety, there is 
ground for apprehension in view of 
the announcement that about $5,000,000 
of gold is expected to be withdrawn to­ 
day, reducing the reserve to $67,500,- 
000. This causes the belief that an­ 
other bond issue is quite imminent, and 
that it may be announced bafore the 
new year. This would seem almost 
certain if the depletions of the gold re­ 
serve in its present aggregate shall 
continue for a fortnight.

Bowling Green* Mo., Dec.. 20.—Both 
Dr. and Mrs. Hearne, who are under 
indictment for the murder of Amos J. 
Stillwell, were put on the stand yester­ 
day. Mrs. Hearne, who was formerly 
Mrs. Stillwell, said she and her hus­ 
band slept in separate beds La the same 
room on the night of the murder, the 
story of which the woman told. The 
witness denied positively that she was 
ever criminally 
intimate with 
Dr. 
Hearne. 
Dr. Hearne followed his wife, whose 
cross-examination developed nothing 
The doctor detailed the events of the 
evening of the murder, which, In the 
main, corroborated that of the other 
witnesses of the defense. The most 
important testimony was that given by 
Dr. E. G. Hayes of Hannibal, which 
was in regard to the manner of Mr. 
Stillwell’s death and his position after 
it. It tended to cast no doubt on the 
claim made by the State that the body 
was moved after the murder by the 
Hearnes.

Mexico City, Dec. 20.—President Diaz, 
in an interview on President Cleve­

Cases of diphtheria reported 
during the same period were 708 with 
144 deaths.

Secretary o f State Tell* of th e H appen­ 
ings In Turkey. 
W ashington. Dec. 
20.—The 
Presi­ 
dent Thursday, in response to the 
senate resolution of Dec. 4, calling for 
information received by the state de­ 
partment respecting affairs in Turkey, 
transmitted a report by Secretary Ol­ 
ney, summarizing but not including the 
official correspondence and beginning 
with the massacres a t Moosh in Au­ 
gust, 1894. In substance the secretary’s 
report recounts all that has been done 
to protect American citizens against the 
rioters; shows that, while their proper­ 
ty has suffered in two instances, they 
have not been injured in person; quotes 
Minister Terrell as estimating the num­ 
ber of Armenians killed at 30,000, and 
after citing several cases wherein nat­ 
uralized Americans have been oppres­ 
sively treated states that proper steps 
have been taken to secure indemnity 
in all cases and to protect our natural­ 
ized citizens in their treaty rights. 
Secretary Olney says the number of 
United States citizens in Turkey is not 
accurately known, but there are 172 
American 
missionaries 
scattered 
over Asia Minor and numbers of our 
citizens in business, besides naturalized 
Armenians, temporarily 
residing 
in 
Turkey, and that probably the whole 
number of these persons is between 500 
and 600. The bulk of this American ele­ 
ment is found in the interior of Asia 
Minor and Syria, in quarters remote 
from our consulates, isolated and in­ 
accessible, except by difficult mountain 
Journeys.

2813—Samuel Jordan K irkw ood/ statesman, 
born in Hartford county, Md.; famous war 
governor of Iowa; died Sept. I, IB ­ 
ISES—Dion Boucicault, popular actor and play­ 
wright, born in Dublin; died 1891. 
2858—Final suppression of the Indian mutiny. 
The mutiny of native troops or sepoy re­ 
volt began in 1857. That year was the Hin­ 
doo 1914, centenary of Plassey. Astrologers 
had predicted that the power of the East 
India company would terminate that year.
